Theſe haue tpes 
of Baſlliskes,that are pzeindiciall to enery obiect, and harts of 
Avamant, not any wap fo be pierced : and vet, à thinke not dy 
ing matides, no; leading Aps to Hell: fo; Veitaes ſacrifice cea- 
led long ſince in Rome, q virgins are as rare as blacke Swans: 
oppo2tnnitie is a ſoze plea in Venus court, able J tell pou, to o- 
verth;zow the copeft that is. Jconld inferre moze particular 
inſtances, and diſtinguiſh moze at large of the French Gentle. 
woman: but let me leave them to their humozous vanities,and 
reſolne our ſelues that Ireland doth net onely bzing ſoozth 
Wolnges,noz &gyp: Crocodiles , noz Barbaric Leopards, noz 
Franceſachqualifled women; but as the earth pcelds werds as 
well in the lo alleycs, as in the higheſt monntaines, ſa 
women are vn Up na neceſſaria, mheteſotuce r they be ct- 
ther bꝛed oꝛ bzought vp.

foze tooke her certificate : which as ſone as ſhe had opened, and 
that ſhe perceined it was France'coes hand, ſhe ſmiled and pet 
bew;ayet a paſſion with a bluſh. M that ſtepping from the we- 
man , ſhe went into her chamber, where ſhe read it oner with 
ſuch patheticall impzeſſions, as every motion was intangled 
with a dilemma:fo2 on the one ſive,the loue of Franceſco groun - 
ded moze on his interiour vertnes, then his extertour beaoties, 
gaue ſoch flerce aſſaults to the bulwark of her affections,2s the 
Fo;t was ready to be p&lded dy: but that the feare other Fe. 
thers diſpleaſure, armed with the inſtigat ions of nature, dꝛaue 
her to meditate thus with her ſclfe. 

Now label, Love and Foztune haue bzought theo into a 
labpzinth,thp thonghtsare like lanus pictures that pzeſent both 
peace and warre and thy winde like Venus Anulle, whereon is 
hammered both Fegre and Yope:Sith then the chance lieth in 
thine ownc choice doe not with Medea, ſte and allo w of the beſt, 
and then follow the wo2 ff : but of two extreames,if thep be- 
»c41.t4, Chooſe that may haue leaſt pꝛeiud ice, and moſt p2offe. 
Typ father is aged, and wiſe, and many pearcs hath taught 
dim much experience. The old Fore is moze ſubtile than the 
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young Cub, the Backe moze ſkilſull to chole his foode then the 
young Fawnes. Men ol age, ſeare and foze-(& that which youth 
leapeth at with repentance. If then his grave wiſdome creedes 
thy grerne wit, and his ripened fruits thy ſpꝛuuting bloſſoms , 
thinke if heſpeake foz thy anaile,as bis pzinciples are perfect, ſo 
they are grounded on Lone and Nature. It is a nœre collop, 
ſapes he. is cut of th owne fleſh , and the tap of thy Foztunes 
is the taffe of thy life: no doubt hee ſees with a moze piercing 
iudgement into the life of Franceico : foz thou overcome with 
fancie, cenſur eſt of all his actions with partialitie. Franccico, 
though he be young and beautifall , yet his renenewes are not 
au(werable to his fanours : the Cedar is fatre, but vnfruitfall, 
the Volgo a bzight Greame , but without fiſh : men couet ra- 
ther to plant the Dline foz pzofit, then the Alder fo; beauty, and 
poung Gentlwomen ſhould rather fancy to l{ae, then affect to 
laſt: fo loue without lands, is like to a fire without fewell, that 
fot a while ſheweth a bꝛight blaze and in a moment dieth in his 
owne ciaders. Ooſt thou thinke this, label, that thine eye mav 
not ſurſet ſo with beautie that the minde ſhall vomite bp repen· 
tance- yes,fo2 the faireſt Roſes have pzickes,the pureſt lawnec 
their moles , the bꝛighteſt Diamonds their crackes, and the 
molt beautifull men of the moltimperfect conditions; fo; nature 
hauing care to poliſh the body ſo faire, ouerwirnes her lelfe in 
her cxcellency,that ſher leaues their minds (mperfect.CWhithcr 
now label, into abſutd Apho:iſmes: Nhat, can thy Father per- 
{wade the to this, that the moſt gloꝛious ſhels haue not the moſt 
ozient margarites, that the pureſt flowers haue not the moſt 
pecſect ſauours, that men , as the excel in pꝛopoꝛtion of body, ſo 
they cxccede in perfectionof minde? Js not nature both curious 
and abſolute, hiding the moſt vertuous minds in the moſt beau- 
tilull couer tures Why, what of this, fond girle Suppoſe thele 
pꝛomiſes to be granted pet they infer no concluſton:fc2 ſuppoſe 
he ber beaatifull and ver taous, and his wit is cquall with his 
parcntage,yet he wants wealth to maintaine Lone, and there; 
faze,ſayes old Fregoſo, not wozthp of Iſabcls lone. Shall I ther; 
tie my affection to his Lands oz to his lineaments-* To his ri- 
ches,02 his qualities: Are Venus altars to be filled with gold, 
8} lopaltte ofharis? Js the ſympathy of Cupids conſiſtozp vniier 
in 
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in the abund ante of copne:93 the abſolate perfection of conſtan- 
tie? Ah lſabel, thinke this, that lone bzooketh no erception of 
want, that where Fancie diſplaies her colours, there alwapes 
either Plentie keeps her court, oz elſe Patience ſo tempers eve- 
ry extreme, that all defects are ſupplied with content. Upon 
this, as haning a further reach, and a deeper inſight , ſhe ſtcpt as 
haſtily to her Standiſh, and wit him this anſwerce. 


: Iſabel to Franceſco , health, 
Lthough the nature of a Father and the duty of a childe , 
might mone me refolately to reiect thy letters. pet I tetei- 
ned them oz that thou art Franceſco, and J Hibel, who were 
once pziuate in affection, as now we are diſtant in places. But 
know mp father, whoſe command to me is a law of conſtraint, 
ſets downe this cenſore, that loue without wealth, is like to a 
Cedar tre without fruite, oz to tone ſownein the ſandes, that 
withereth foz want of moyſlnre : and J haue reaſon Franceſco 
to deeme of ſnow by the whiteneſſe,and of trees by the bloſſoms. 
The old man, whoſe wozdes are ©2acles, telles me, that lone 
that entereth in a moment, flicth ont in a minute; that mens 
affections are like the deaw bpon a Chziftall , which no ſooner 
lighteth on, but it leapeth off:their eyes with euery glance make 
anew choice, and euerp looks can command a ſigh , hauing 
their hearts like Salt-petcr , that flereth at the firff , and pet 
pꝛoueth but a dach their thoughts reaching as highas Cedars, 
but as bziftle as rods, that bzcake with enery blaſt. Had Car-

ceſco ſhauld be wp gui de, to direct me whither he pleaſed. Faile 
not then, bnleſſethon be falſe to her, that wonld haue life faile, 
cre ſhe falſifie faith tothe.

S ſoone as ſhe had diſpatcht her letter, he came downe, x 

delivered the letter in fozme of a paſpozt to the meſſenger 
giving her after her accuſtomed manner an almes, and cloſely 
clapt her inthe fiſt with a bzace of Angels. The women thank- 
ing her good Maſter. and her good Pilkris giui ag fhehonle het 
beniſon, died her backe againe to Franceſco, whom ſhe found ſit- 
ting ſolitat ie in his Chamber: no ſooner did hee eſpic ber, but 
flingt ig out of his chatre,he changed colour as a mi in a doubt- 
full extaſie what ſhould betide: pet conceiuing god hope by her 
countenance , who ſmiled moze at the remembzance of her te- 
ward, then at any other conceite,he&« tobe theletter,and read if, 
wherein he found bis hamour ſo fitted, that he not onlp thanked 
the meTengor, but gaue her all the monep in his parſe , le that 
the returned ſo highly gratifled , as neuer afterward che was 
found fo exercile her old occupation. But leaning her tothe hope

terding men in vertues, as they extell them in beantics,reſem- 
bling Angels in qualities, as they are line to Gods in perfect- 
nelle, bting purer in mind, then in mould, e pet made of the pu- 
rity of man: luſt are they. as giuing Lone her due: conſtant, as 
holding loyalty moze pꝛecious then lle: as hardlp tc be dzawne 
from baited affection , as the Salamanders from the cauerns 
of &:na, Tuſhquoth Franceſco) what ſhould I lay: they be wo 
men, and thereſoze the continents of all ercellencie. In this 
pleaſãt hnmoz he paVed away the time. not lackiag his bufincs 
ſo; p:oniſlon againſt Thurſday at night: to the care of which 
affaires, let bs leaue him, and returne to liabe, who after ſher 
had ſent her letter, ſell into a dumpe, entriag into conſideratl- 
ons of mens inconſtancy, g of the ficklenes of their fancies : but 
all theſe meditations div ſozt to no effect: whernpon ſitting 
downe,ſhe tooke her Late in her hand, and ſung this Ode.

then ſhall heancy ceaſe to han: S'atres theearth Tras tbe 
wo:1d Clements, and cucry thing reuerſcd, Wall fall to ther 
ſozmer Chaos. 

CAaby then(quoth Iſabel) to hazſcbacke, fo2 feare the fai h of 
two ſuch Loncrs bee impeached by my fathers wekeful ical 3a- 
fie. And with that (porc woman) halfenaked as ſhe was ſhe 
mounted, and as faſt as hozſe would pace away, they peſt te- 
wards a fowae in the ſaid conntry ef Brizcoincycalled Duncaltr', 
CAbcre let vs lcaue them tn their falſe gallop, e returne to old 
Freyolo, who riling carly in the Moꝛning e miſſing his deugb- 
ter, aſkt fo her tbzonnh the whole houſe: but ſeeing none could 
diſcover where ther was, as aſſured ofher eſcape,be cried out as 
a man halte lunaticke, that he was by Franceico rob'd of his 
oncly icwell.

Vith this ſhe held her peace, and reſted ſil-n! ſo bebauing der 
ſelfe in the Poyo2s houſe, with ſuch modeſty and potiente, that 
as they held her foz aParagon of veanip,ſo thep coanted ber fo 
a ſpectable of vertne:thinking her cutward pꝛopoztion was far 
inferionr to her {inward perfection:(o that genera'ly ſh: wan the 
tarts of the whole houſe,in that they piiticd her caſe , x wiſhed 
her libertie. Inſomuch, that Frai:cct-o was the better vſcd fof 
her ſake:who being imp2:foned,oricued not at dis owne ſiniſtet 
{niſ-hap, but ſozrowed foz the Fo2ztnne of lizbcl,paſſing both 
day and night with many cxtremppaſiions, to tbiahe onthe 
diſtreſſe ofhis beloued Paramount. Foꝛtune, who hed w2cnght 
(his tragedy, intending to ſhew that her front is as ſull of fa- 
nenrs as of frownes, and that ſbe * a dimple in her chene, 
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as (<# hath a w2incle in der bzow , began thus in a Commical 
vt ine to be pleaſant. After mary dapes were paſſed, and (bat 
the Papo; had entred into the geod demeanour of them both, 
noting, that it pzoceeded rather of the diſpleaſure of ide father, 
then foz any ſpeciall deſert of felony , ſ@ing ponth would haut 
bis (winge , and that as the minerals of tna tone fire, as the 
leaues in Parthia burne inthe Sanne, ſo poung peeres are 
incident to the heate of long , and affection will burſt into ſuch 
amoꝛous parties: Yee not as Chtemes in Terence, meaſuring 

the flames of youth by his dead cinders, but thinking of tht ic 

p2eſent foztunes by the ſollies of their fozmer age called a Con 

uentttie of bis brethzen, and ſeeing there was none to gine any 

farther enidence, thought to let Franceſco looſe. Hauing their 
free conſent,the next dap taking lſabel with him, de went to the 
AJaple, where they heard ſachrare repoztes of the behanlour of 

Francelco, that they ſozrowed not ſo much at his foztunes, as 

they wondꝛed at his vertues: foz the Japloz diſcourſt vnto them 

bhow,as he was greatly paTionate,ſo he vſed great patience, ha- 

ning this verſe oft in his month; 

Fortiter ile facit, qui miſer eſſe prieſt, 

That he was affable and conrteoos, winning all, x offending 
none, that all his houſe, as they griened at his impziſonment , 
would be ſozry at his inlargement:not foz enay of dis perſõ, bu?

mindes, cor c uding \rith Creames of pathetica i teares. te 
Maro at laſt entred paricp, 8nd tolde Franceſco, though bts 
Fathcr in law had alleaged felony againff him, pet becauſe be 
-perccined. that it rather pzoc«ded of ſome ſecret revenge, then 
any maniſeſt truth. and that no further evidence cawe to ten- 
ſure the allegat{on,be was content to ſet dim at libcrtie, coadi- 
tionellp. Franceſco ſhould giae his hand, to bee anſwerableto 
what h&reafter in that behalfe might bee obiected againſt tim. 
Theſe conditions accepted, France:co was ſet atlibertie and he 
and Iſabel topntly together fakingthcmiclues to a little Co!-

1{-bcl, that ſhit might ſæme vo le ſſe p;offtable, 
then her huſband carcſull.fcll to her needle and with her wozke 
ſought to pꝛeuent the imurie of receſſitie.

no ſoner come to the cares of this matied couple, but pzoniding 
fo a'l things nceeNarie fo: the furniture of their bvovage, they 
poſted as faſt as they could towards Caerbrancke, where ſpeedily 
arriuing at their Fathers houſe, they found (ach friendly enter- 
tainement atthe ald mans hand, that they counted this (mile of 
Foztune able to coonteruatle ali the contrary fozmes, that the 
aduerſe planets had inflicted vpon them.

label: fe2 did he ſix any woman beaa'ifall, be viewed her with 
a ſigh, thinking holo far his wife did ſurpaTe* her in excellence: 
were the modeſty of any woman well noted by her quaſtties, it 
grieued him he was not at dome with his Label, who did excell 
them all in ver tucs. 

Chus he conſtrued al to her perfection, hauing no vac ãt time 
neither day noz night. wherein he did not ruminate on the per 
fection of label. As thus his thoughts were diuided on his buſt- 
neſſe, and on his wife, looking one dap oat at his Chamber 
window, der eſpied a young G:ntlewaman which locked ont 
at a caſement right oppoſitc againf his pꝛoſpect, who fired her 
eyes bpon him with ſuch cunringand artificiali glauntes, as 
ſhe ſhewed in them © chaſt diſoaine, and pet a modeſt dete.

Such a one was this merry mini whoſe hene ſip was as choice 
as Venus chaſtitp, bting as faire as Helcna,and as faithieffe: as 
wellſeatured as Cicſſida, and as cratty:hauing an tie fo coery 
paTCenger,a figh fo every lover,a (mile fo2 every one that vaild 
dis bonnet, e becauſe ſhe loued the game well a quiver fe; eue 
ry Woodmans arrow. This curtizan,ſ&ing this country Fran- 
ceſco was no other but a mare nouice, e that ſo newly, that to 
vle the olde pꝛouer be. he had ſcarce (@ns the Lions:She thought 
to intrap him, and ſo arreſt him with her amozous glances, that 
theſhold wing him by the purſe:wherypon eucry dap ſhe wold 
and out at her caſement, e there diconer her beauties. Francel. 
co, who was like the flie that delighted in the flame and conetcd 
to lied with bis tit on this brautecus Curtiza tilted at bet with 
interchange of glances, and on a day to try the fineneſſe of his 
wit with a poeticall ſurp, began thus to make a Canzone.

were ſo ſarely grounded on the vertues of bis label, that no ex- 
terioꝛ pzopo2tion could effect any paſſion tothe tontrary:but at 
laſt he found by experience,that the fait eſt bloſſomes arc ſoneſt 
nipt with froſts, the beſt fruit ſoneſt touched with Caterpil» 
lets, and the ripeſt wittes moſt apt to be onerth;awne by lone. 
Infida taugbt him with her lokes to learne this that tbe eye of 
tbe Baſiliſke pterceth with pzeindice:that the iupce of Celido- 
nie is(weete, but it fretteth deadly: that Circe: cups were to 
firong fo2 all Antidotes, t womens flattertes too fo2ccable to 
reſiſt at bolwntarie:fo2 ſhe ſo ſnated him in her perfection, inſo- 
much that he thought her ſccond to he „ not Super tour dal- 
lying thus with beautie, as the five in the flame: Venn willing 
to ſhew how fozceable her influence was, ſo temp2ed with op- 
poztunitie, that as Fac clco walked abroad to take the apzc hee 
met with [:1f:da gadding abroad with certoine ber companions, 
who like ble zing ſtarres ſhewed the markes of inconftant mi- 
niens fc; ſhe no ſoner dzcw nere Franceſco, but dying der 
face witha Acrmilton bluſh, and in a wanton epe hiding & 
fained modeftie,ſh& ſaluted him with alow courteſie. Scignior 
Franceſco, that conld well (kill to tourt all kinde of degrees, left 
be might then be thought ts hang ittle manners, returning, rot 
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onelp her curfeſfes with his bormet , but faking Iafida by the 
hand began thus: Faire Piſtreſe,and it mine eye be not decef- 
ned in ſo bzight an obiect; mine ouerthwart neighbour,having 
often (&ne with delight, and coueted with deffre to be acquain- 
ted with pour ſweet ſelfe , I cannot now but gratulate foztune 
with many thankes , that hath offered ſuch fitte oppoztunity to 
b:ing me to pour pꝛeſente, hoping J (hall find pon ſo friendly , 
as to crane that wo may be moze familiar.She that knew how 
to entertaineſuch a poung novice, made him this cunning re- 
ply. Inde fir, neighbourhood cranes charitie, and ſuch af- 
fable Gentlemen as pour ſelfe,deſerne rather to be entertained 
with curteſſe, then reiectes with diſdaine. And therefoze Sir, 
what pꝛiuate friendſhip mine honour 82 honeſty may affeo2d, 
pon aboue all (that hitherto J haue knowne) hall tommaund. 
Then Piltrie (quoth he) fo that euer man tounts it credite 
to haue a patroneſſe ot his foztunes,and Jam a meere langer 
in this City, let me finde ſuch favour, that all my actions may 
be ſhꝛotoded bnder pour excellentie, and carry the name ol out 
Deruant, ready foz requitall of ſuch gractons countenance , te 
vnſheath my ſwozd in the defence of my Patroneſſe fo: eutr. 
She that had her humour fitted with this motion, anſwered 
thus, with alooke that had beene able to haue fozced Troylus 
to haue beene trothlefle to his Creſbda : Bow kindely I take it. 
$eignior Franceſco, foz ſo Jvaderftand poor name, that pon 
p;offer pour ſeruice to ſo meane a Piſtrefe, the effectnall fa- 
uout that wall, te mp poze abilitie, gratifle your curteſie, Hall 
manifeſt how J account of ſuch a friend. Therefs;e from hence; 
fozth Infida entertaines Franceico fo her ſernant : and J(quoth 
der) accept of the beanteous !n6da as mp Piſtrc le. Upon thts, 
they fell into other amozous pꝛattle, which I leanc off,and wal- 
ked abzoad while it was dinuet time. France ſco (ill haning his 
ere vpon his new Pilkrefe, whoſe beauties he thought, if they 
were equally tempered with vertues, to exceed all that yet his 
eye had made ſur uep of. Doattng thus on this new face witha 
new fencp, hee often wzung her by the hand, and bake off his 
ſentences, with (uch derpe lighs that ſhe perceived bythe wea- 
ther-cocke, where the wind blew: returning ſuch amozous paſ- 


flons,as ſhe ſæmed as much ent angled, as he was enamonred, 
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TAcll, thinking now that ſhe had baitedher hook, ſhe would nat 
ccaſc while ſhe had fully caught the fiſh. Ge began thus to lap the 
traine When they were come nec to the Titpgates ſhe Rai - 
ed on a ſudden, and lraiaing him hard by the band, and glaun- 
cing a look from her eyes, as u Ge would hath ſhew favo;, and 
traue affection (he began thus (aziliogly to aCauli him. 

Scruant the Lawpcrs ſap the r ig nau god, where 
the partie gines not ſomewhat in conſd era tien: that ſervice is 
voide,where it is not made faſt by ſome fee. Lol ther e foꝛt pour 
evt ſhould make pour minde variable.as mens thoughts follow 
their ſights,+ their looks waugr at the exccliecie of new obtects, 
and ſo I loſe ſuch a ſeruant: to tie you to a ſtake with an car- 
neſt, yon ſhall be this dap mp gueſt at dinner: then if hereafter 
von fozget your miſtris I ſhali appeale at the barre of lopaltie, 
and ſo condemne pou of lightneſſs. Eranceſco that was tied by 
He cic,and had his hart on his halipenny,could not deny her, but 
with manp thaukes accepted of her motion, ſo that agro d. they 
went all to In6dacs houſe to dinner, where they had ſuch cherte, 
as could vpon the ſudden be pꝛouided. luda gining him ſuch 
frieudly and familiar enter tainement at bigrepaſt, as wel with 
wert p2attle,as with amozous glances , that hee reſted captiuc 
within the la byzinth of flatteries : After dinner was done, that 
ſhe might tie him from ſtarting hee thought to ſet all her wits 
bpon Ela. Therefoze ſhe tooke a Lute in her hand, and in an an- 
gelicall harmony wardled ont this conceited Dittie.

Chile thus Infida ſung her ſong, Franceſco ſate, as if with 
Orpheus melody die had bens inchannted, hauing bis eyes fircd 
on ber face, and his cares attendant on her muſicke, ſo that hee 
velded to that Syren. which after fozc't him a fatall ſhipwꝛackt. 
lvtida laping away her Lute , after fell to other pzattis. Bat 
becanſe it grew late in the afternoone, Franceico,that was cal- 
led awap by his vrgent affaires, toke bis leane : whereat 1n6- 
da ſæmed very melancholy, which made our poung Scholler 
halte mad, vet with a ſolemne conge departing , de went about 
his buſineſſe: whereas our cunniag Curtizen,ſeing her novice 
gone, began to ſmtle, and ſaid to her companions, that (hee had 
made a god market that had caught ſuch a tame ſ@le. Alas poze 
poung Gentleman{quoth ſhe)be is like to the leanes in Agypt. 
that as thep ſpꝛing without raine, ſo they burne at the ſight of 
the fire : to the Þwallowes , that thinke every Sunne ſhine 
Dummers dap.

This news was hard 
to Pt anceſco, that knew not how to auoyd the pzeiudice, only his 
refuge was to p2zenent ſucd a miſfo2tune, to carry his apparel fo 
the bzokers,c with great loſle to make money to pay foz his diet: 
which once diſcharged,he walkt vp edowne as a man fozlozne, 
daving neither coine noz credit, net eſlity that ingeth vnto the 
qatick,made him ſet his wits on the tenter,x to (frech his b;aing 
as highas Ela, to ſ& how he could recoper pence to defrap tis 
charges by any (miſter meanes, to ſalue his ſozrowes:thecare of 
bis parents and of his owne honour perſwading him from ma- 
king gaine by laboz: he had nener bin bzonght vp to anp mecha- 
nicall courſe oflife. Thus enerp way deſtitute of means toling, 
he ſighed out this old ſaid ſaw, A7:/c rm 4 eff ſwrſee beatumtytt 
at laſt, as extremities ſearch very far, he called to mind that de 
was aſcholler, and that although in theſe dapes art wanted ho- 
n02,+ learning lackt his due, pet god letters were not bzought 
to ſo low an ebbe, but that there might ſome pꝛollt ariſe by them 
to pzocure his maintenance.

Fcanceſco glad of his motion, ſeing a meanes 
to mitigate the extremity of his want, thought it nodiſhons; ta 
make gaine of his wit oz to get p2ofit by bis pen:and therefozs 
getting him home to his chamber, wꝛit a Comedy. whichſo ge- 
nerally pleaſed all the audience, that happy were thoſs Actozs in 
ſhozt time, that could get any of bis wazkes,he grew ſo exquiſite 
in thatfacolty.By this meane his want was rellened, his cre- 
dit in his hofts honſe reconered, his apparel in greater bzanerte 
then it mas, and his purſe well lined with crownes. 
At this diſcegrſe of Franccico, the Gentleman toke his = 
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by the hand e bzoke off his tale thus. Bow gentle ſ@- 
ing we are fallen by courſe of pzattls to —— 
out offence doe me that fausur ts ſhew me your of 
plapes, play makers, e players. Although ( quoth the 
that ſome fo2 bring too tanifh agatuſt᷑ that faculty,bane fo; their 
ſatpzical inuectiues bin wel cannaſed:pet ſeing dert is none but 
var ſelues, 4 that J hope what pour heart ſhall de trodden vaver 
foote, J will atlyſap what Jcan,both even by reading and cx- 
perience.Theinnention of Comedies were fit found — 
the Greeks,and pꝛectiled at Athens: ſome thinke by Menander, 
whom Terence ſo highly commends in his Heautonmomorumo- 
non. Thereaſon was, that-vnder the conert ofſach pleaſant, ex 
Comicall events, they aimed at theonerth;ow of many bant- 
ties that then reigned in the citie : fs2 therein they pat1tedout 
in the perſons tte courſe of the wozld, how either it was graced 
withhonoz 02 diſcredited with vices : there might pon ſ& leueld 
out the ba int lite that boaſting 1 hraſos vſe,ſmothed bp with the 
ſelfe-concelt of their owne excellence; the miſerable eſfate of co» 
ue tous parents 5ᷣ̊ rather let their ſons taſte of any miſfoztunes, 
then torel&ne them with the ſupcrfloity of their wealth:the poz-+ 
traiture ot paraſitical friends, which ſothpong Gentlemen ſub-. 
(fllp in their follies,as long as they map: Fx corum ſulls vincre, 
was let ont in liue ly colours, In thoſe Comedies. the abuſe of 
Bawds that made ſale of honeſt virgins andlined by the ſpoplg 
s womens bones, mas depelydiſconered;to bs ſhc2?, Leeherp, 
Tooetonincs,p2ide ſelke loue diſobedience of Parents, e ſoch 
vices pzedeminant both in age and yonth were ſhot at, not onlp 
withexramples + faſkances to fede the eve bu! with go!denſen- 
tences of mezall wozks toplcaſe the cars, Thus did Men ndert 
win honoz in Croce wil hhis wozks.andreclatme both old and 
pong fr thetc vanities, by the pleaſant effects of his Comedice, 
Alter him this faculty grew to be famovs in Romc,p2actiſed by 
Ploutus, Terence and other that excelled in this qualitie, all aim- 
irg as Mcnande: did. in all their wozks to ſuppꝛeſſe vice, e ad- 
vance yertue. Now ſa highly were Comedies eſtœmed in thoſe 
daics,that men of great honoz a graue account were the Actozs, 
the Senate g the Conſuls continuallp pzeſent,os auditozs at ail 
ſuch (pozts,rewardirg the Authez with rich rewards acg0zdirg . 
ta. 
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' ta the xcellencis ol ide Comedie. Thus continued this kacultte 
tamous tui conetouſres crept into the qualitie, and thatmeane 
men g&dy of gaines,did tal to e the acting of ſuch plates, 
and in the Theattt pzeſcnted their Comedies bo! to ſuch oncly 
as rewarded them wel fo; their paine s when thus Comedians 
grew to de mercenaries,!henmen ofaccovntleftto pʒactiſe ſuch 
— and diſdained to haue their honozs blemiſht with the 
of ſuch baſe andvbilc gaines:infomuch that both comedies 
andTragedies gretv to lcſſe account in Rome, in that the fr& 
Ught of ſuchſpozts was taken away by couetous deſires pet thy 
people(who arc delighted with ſuch nouelties e paſtimes) made 
great relozt, paid largelp, applauded their doings, tnſo- 
much, that the Actozs by continuall vſe , grew not onely excel 
lent,but rich and infolent. Amongſt whom in the doſes of Tully, 
one Roſciusgrew to be of ſuchexquilite perfection in the faculty, 
that he offercd to contend with the ©2atozs of that time in ge. 
cure as they d id in cloquence, boaſting that he could erp2eſſe a 
'paTion in as many ſandzy actions. as Tully could diſconrſe it in 
vactety of phꝛaſes: pea ſo pꝛoud he grew by the daily applauſe 
of people, that h lo ed foz honoꝛ and renerence to be done dim 
in the ſir&ts : which ſelfe conceit when Tully entred inte with 
a pierting infight,he quipt at in this manner. 

It chanced that Roſcius and he met at dinner both gneſfs vn. 
to Archias nd og — the pꝛond Comedian dared to make 
compariſon with Tully:which tnfolence made the learned Oza- 
to; to grow into theſe termes: why Roſcius,art thou pꝛoud with 
Eſops Crow, being pzanckt with the glozy of others featherg?of 
thy ſclfe thon canſt ſay nothing. e if they Cobler hath taught thee 
to ſap, Aue Cæſar, dildain not thy tutoꝛ, becauſe thon pꝛateſt in a 
kings chamber:what ſcntence thou bttcreſt on the tage flowes 
from the cenſure ofenr wits , and what ſentence o: conceit of 
hy inuention the people appland ſoꝛ excellent, that comes from 
the lectels ofonr knowledge. J grant pour action, though it be a 
kind of mechanicall labour: pet well done, tis wozthy of pꝛa e: 
but yon wozthleNe,if foz ſo ſmall a top you ware p2ond. At this 
Roſcius waxt red, and bewzaped his {imperfection with ſilence : 
but this checke ofTully could not kæpe others from the blemiſh 
of that fault, foz it grew to a generall vice among the 2 — 
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excel (5 pzide 8s they excirded in txcellencie g f 51ane it in the 
firets,es they bzag it onthe tage :ſo that thepreveld it in Rome 
in ſuch coff{p robes , that they ſeemed rather mẽ of great patrt- 
monp, then ſachas lived by the fano; of the pcople. When Pub- 
nus Seru' ms very well noted, fozbee being the ſonne of a Deng 
to, and a man very balſant, met an a day witha Plaper inthe 
fc&ts richly appaxelled , who ſo farrefozgate himſelſe, that hee 
tooke the wall of the poung noble man; which Scruilius taking 
in diſdame, countercheckt with this frump:my frtend(quoth he / 
be not ſo bꝛag of thy ſilken robes , ſoʒ Jſawthem but peſterday 
make a great ſhe w in a bzoakers ſhop. At this the one was aſha- 
med, and the other mild, and they whichhard the quip, laught 
at the folly of the one, and the wit ofthe other. Thus fic have pen 
beard my opinion bzic fly of plapes, that Menander deniſed them 
foz the ſuppzefſing of bamities,neceNarp in a common wealth, as 
long as they are bſed in their right kind:the plapmakers wo2thy 
of hono? foz their Art: and plapers, men deſerving bath pzaiſe 
and p;ofit,as long as they wax neither conetous,no2 inſolent. 
bane cauſed pon ſir(quoth the gentlem&)to make a large digreſ- 
don, but pou haue reſolned me in a matter that J long doubted 
of, g therkoze I pꝛap pon, againe to Franceſco. Why then thus, 
quoth the Palmer, atter he grew excellent fo: making of Come - 
dies de wer! not only bꝛaue, but full of Crownes: which lohdz 
hearing of, +haning intelligence what coutſe of tife he did take, 
thought to caſt fo;th her lure to reclaime him, though by her vn- 
kindnes de was pꝛoued haggard: fo: ſhe thought that Franceico' 
wasſacha tame fole, that he would be bzought to ftrike at any 
ſtale:decking her ſelfe therfoze as gozgeonflp as ſhe could pein- 
ting ber face with the choice of all her dzngs, ſhe walked ab2o:b 
where ſhe thought Franceſco bſedto take the atre: Loue  Fo2- 
tune topning in league, ſo fauozed her, that actoꝛding ta her de 
fire ſhe met him.

Iſabel wetting her @onvet with teares, f pzonouncing euety 
line with a gb, ſate in a domp.WUhilf the fame of this fact was 
ſpzed abzoad thionghout all Cicrbrancke,enery man began ſun- 
dy contecturcs as affection led them: her friends ſozrowing, 
luſpected the cankred mind of the Burgomaſſer : pet foz his cal» 
ung .durfſt not diſconec their ſu pittion: her lots (aid, 
that diſſembled holines was a doubled in, that the holfeſt coun- 
tenance hath not alwapes the honeſteſt conſcience : both friend 
and foe notwithſtanding wondzing at the ſtrange chance, ſæ ing 
ber oatward actions, did manifeſt ſo many vertues. Mell, to be 
b:tefe, Sionior Burnardo afſembled the other Burgomaſters of 
the towne into the common Mal, ſent foz 1{abel thither ; at whoſe 
comming (as the nature of man is deſirous of noueittes)a great 
pꝛe aſe of people was pꝛeſent to heart the matter thzonghly can. 
vaſſcy. When label was thus bzought beloze the barre, Sig 
Betuatdoſ who had ſabozned a young man in the City ſolemnely 
to deſpoſe that he had laine with Hebel) deg an his invective 
thus: I am ſozy(grave citizens and inhabitants of Cacrbrancke) 
that this dap J come ta accule Label, whoſe vertues _

qualities deue bin highly applanded of all men : but my con ſci- 
ence conſtraines me, not to conceale ſuch dainoeus finne, noz to 
mother bp ſo great an offence without rcbnke.

This poung man here p:oſent , fo2 a cerfaine ſum of monep 
compounded tolte with Iſabel, and fo: pence had his pleaſure on 
ber : the alluring him with ſuch willc amozets of a Curtizan , 
that in her company hee hath conſamed all his ſubſtance: The 
young mans friends fing dis folly, and that no perſwaſſons 
could diſſwaid him from affecting her, made cöplaint vnts me: 
wherevpon Aexamined him and found him, not gvſlty of the 
crime, but tractable to be retlaimed from dis folly : ſaing then 
Citizens of Caertranke) ſach a curtizan as this may vyder the 
colour of holines ſhzowd much p2eiudice , q allure many of our 
ponth to miſchiefes, Jthonght it my duty to bꝛing her into open 
infamy, that ſhe may be puniſhed fo; her fault. knotone fo2 a har- 
lot,and bencefozth line deſpiſed and hated of all. Foz pzofe 
that che huͤth lined long in this lewd kind of life, this ytung man 
ſhall here befoze pou all make pꝛeſent depoſition : and with that 
he reacht dim a Bible: whereon he ſwoze, that de had long time 
connerſt diſhonefflp with !{abcl , ener inte the departure of her 
hnſband. At which oath , the people that were Juronrs in the 
canſe,bel«uing the pꝛoteſtation of Bernardo, and the depoſition 
ef the youth, pꝛelently found her gulltie: and then Bernardo and 
thereſt of the Burgomaſters gave indgement , that Chee hond 
p;eſcutly hane ſome open q ſenere puniſhment,and after bee ba- 
niſhed ont of the Towne. Aſoone as !ſabel heard the cenſare.ſhe 
appeald foʒ no mercy,ne2 abaſht any whit,as one deſirous of fa. 
nonr : but lifting vp her eyes to heanen,only ſaid thus: © God, 
which (alt the ſecrets of all harts and knoweſt all things befoze

hell to mp conſcience: fe J haue (wozne falfly againſt the inno- 
cent, and haue conſtnted fo condemne label without a-canſe: . 
with that he diſconered at tbe barrre, how Signior Bernardo had 
ſaubo2ned him againff the Gentlewoman, and how in all his liſe 
befoze he neuer was in her company. Upon which confeſſion of 
the vong man, the Burgomaſters cramined the matter moꝛe 
effectoally.and found that Iſabel was clare, chaſte, honeſt, i ver- 
tuous, and Berua do was adotingletcher : whereupon thep not 
onelp amerccd him in a great fine to be paide fo liabcl, tut put 
tim foʒ euer after fron; bearing anp office in the Cittie.

compenſt. ©h Franceſco (quoth he) how fondly hatt thon beene 
led away with enery laoke, fed bpon with trencher-flies, eaten

Uſing 
thus daily the plaines of Theffly, the chepheards delighted at 
the gaze of ſoexcellent an oblect,held their eyes foztunate when 
thep might behold her feature, eta ming him happy that conio 
lap bis flocks ntereſt vntq her folds. AmongT the reit of all the 
{waines that fed their thoughts on her fanours, there was one 
called Fr ymachus, a pong pouth that had the pꝛide ot dis parcs 
trinmphing in his countenance, wittie and full of plcaſanicon- 
teits; and that Foztune might iumpe with lone, and make him 
gractans in womens cye3,he was wealthy,foz gold is the Chi- 
locol oflone.Zhug Eury.nachus alwaies ſoplotced the courſe of 
tis ſhepe-walke,that he was next neighbonr to Miciniaginſs- 
much, that te diſceuer his fancie, he did her often fanozs:;ſo; whe 
any 
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any of her Lambs went aſtray, 02 any thing grew amilſe, then 
Eur ymachus was the ſwaine that enrenozed dy dis laboz fo re- 
d:efle everp!oſe. By this meanes he wared p:tnate, efemiliar 
with Mirumda, which was the meancs that bzonght him into 
a pꝛetudic iat labpzinth:foz he did ſo nete accedcre ad igen, that 
he did /eſcere plas quay j fa as none comes untere the furne 
of the Piffelden, but he wareth blinds, no; any touch the Wala 
mander,but her is tronbled with the palfle:\s none conld gaze on 
the face of Micimida, but they went away languiſhing. This 
did pooge Eurymachus experience: foz although be knew loucs 
fires were fatall x did not warme, but ſcozch * pet he loned with 
the bird to ye tothe flame.thongh he burnt bis wings x fell in 
the buſh, be would not with Vliiic: ſtop his eares, but it e ſing 
with the Sirens:he feared no enchantment bat carowft with 
Circes, till bis oner- daring dzew him in a paſſionate danger, and 
ſo lõg ſuckt in the beauty of M:rimiJa with bis euer thirſty eies, 
till his heart were fnllerof paſſions then his epes of affections; 
pet diſconer his thoughts he durſt not, but ſmothered bp his in- 
ward paines with outward ſilence: having the Ouen the hotfer 
within, toz that it was damd bp, « his gricfs the dæper fo2 that 
they were concealed. Panifeſt his malady to her he yurſt not, 
be thought himſelfe too homely a patient foꝛ ſach a Phiſitlon:ts 
vtter his lous to another, make any to be his ſecretary but him- 
lelle, de ſuppoſed was to draw in a riual to his loves. Thus Eu- 
rymachus was perplcred, till at laſt to gine alittle vent to the 
flame.ſittivg on a dap ſin a hill. he puld fozth pen, and inke,and 
zo te his fancy.

Eurymachus was not alone thus enamoured of the faire Mi- 
rimida, bat all the bs of Theilaly wzit Poems and 
Ditties of her beantie,and were ſutozs to her foz ſauoʒ, ſhe like 
D pane geld lone in diſdatne, and pet was curteousts all in as 
npother kinde of conference. Among the rest, Venus ( belike ) 
willing to be pleaſant, has wꝛapt one in the Labyzinth of lone, 
called Mullidor, a fellow that was of honeſt parts, but verp 
porte, e bis perſoage was as it had bin caſt in Eſops mould, his 
backe like a Lute, and his ſate like Thirſites, his eyes bꝛoad and 
ta wie dis hatte harſh and turled like a horſe maine, his lippes 
were of the largeſt iſe in folio,avle to furniſh a Coblers ſhoppe 
with clouting leather: the only god part that he had tograce his 
viſage was his noſe, and that was conqueroz-like,as beakd as 
an Caglc : Natorehaning made ſo pzoper a ſtripling, thought 
dis inward qualities ſhould not blemiſh bis outwardexcellerice: 
4 therefoze to keeps popoztion,into his great head tbe put in lit 
tle wit, that ſhe kact rather ſh&pc by the marke then the num- 
ber,fo; her was neuer good Acithmetitian, and pet ber was a 
pꝛopet ſchollet, and well ſane in Dittics. This rufling ſhep- 
Heard amongſt the reſt, «nd moze then any of thereſt, was eng- 
meured cf Mirimida, fo that he :orld oftenleaue his ſhape at 
randon,topaſe by the fields whe: ſhe late, onelp toftde his eit

The Crow thinkes her fowles the fairef,and the Ape accounts 
of her young as well featured darlings : ſo Calena, (fozſo was 
the olde womans name ) Mullidor no lefTe, though his 
eares were greater thi an Aﬀe bat held him ot a (wet perſonags 
and rars wit. Well, the pos old wife, when ber ſon came home 
at night, ſæ ing how ill delokt, marue ld what ſhould be the canſe 
of his ſuddaine change:pet becauſe ſhe would follow the pzinci- 
ples of country phiſick, ſhe thought to paſſe over ſpeaking to hum 
till ſupper was done, fo try what ſtomacke he had. Well, the 
cloth was laid and the bzowne loafe ſet on the board. Mullidor 
ful of paTions,ſat down to his pottage,e eafe off his boll ful, the 
old woman tumbles to the pot againe fo2 a freſh meſſe.

Py ſelſe,faire da- 
molel if cither my degree were wozthy. oz my deſerts any, wold 
raue to haue entertainement to become pour dutifull ſergant, 
Al this while Mirimid: held downe her head. and bloſht : at laſt, 
lifting bp her eyes fall of madeſty, and der face full of chaſte co- 
lours, ſach as flozih ont the fronts of D an ies virgins, ſhe made 
the Gentleman this anſwer. Py ſernant fr (ſaid de) no, your 
w20!th is farre aboue my wealth,and pour dignitie too high fo:

Such a poeticall fury tooke Mullidor in the bzaines , that he 
tought to hew his vaine in verſe , and therefoze anntxed to his 
letter this pleaſant Ditty.

chaſtitp. 

Franceſco, Iſabel, and all the reſt of the gueſts applauded this
